TANKS 


The Prime Minister in his brilliant 
speech in Parliament, said that 
emphasis was now being laid on the 
building of tanks, and that more 
were belng turned out now in a 
month than-in the course of n year 
when Mr: Hore-Bellshn was ‘in 
office. 

In the list order of the day issued 
by the German High Command . on 
November 10, 1916—given ‘in the 
Encyclopacdla Britannica under

In the Middle East the Italfan 
planes-used-against-the-British-- 
Greck forces are, generally 
speaking, capable of only 200- 
800 m.p.h., are poorly armed, 
unarmoured. Several of them 
are constructed partly of metal

TYPES SHOT DOWN
